The books in the new book review section are no ordinary 
books. We’ve got books to fill the edgiest shelves. Every- 
thing from small handmade art-books to major statements on 
the condition of our culture. Most of the books featured here 
aren't available at your local Barnes & Noble but may be 
ordered though our ever-dependable U.S Postal Service.

Drop me a 
line and tell me what you think: Pack ’em with reviews or 
make space for zine-related articles? I can’t really expand 
past 112 pages right now.

free with all paid subscriptions. If you’re a fully-paid 
subscriber you should have yours by now. All zine publish- 
ers are encouraged to subscribe to F5 and as a bonus, get the 
guide free. If you’re struggling to get your zine out there I’m 
sure you'll find it really useful. 

Keep sending us those CDs. Reviewing zines is a quiet, 
lonely job and having those tapes and CDs really helps 
things along. We got some really interesting music in this 
past month.

If you got this magazine through the mail then you should find 
a mailing code on the far right corner of your address label. 

If there’s a slash and a number then that number is the last 
issue you’re due to receive. F’ instance, if the code is a star and 
a slash and the number 47 “*/47” then this issue, being #47 is 
the last issue you’re due to receive. It also means that it’s time 
to renew so check the subscription rates so I can continue 
sending you magazines. 

A dot “.” before the slash means that this issue was sent 
through third class bulk rate which takes a few weeks to get to 
you. 

A plus sign “+” ora star “*” means that you paid a premium 
price to get your copy expedited using first class mail. It also 
means that you get special handling, possibly sent in an 
“1” means that you’re on the comp list 
and you’ve got nothing to worry about. 

“C” means you’ re a contributor to F5. You have work in this 
issue or the last. Contributors get two consecutive issues each 
time their work is used. 

“T” or “X” means that we have a pre-arranged magazine 
trade. If there’s a number then the exchange is due to run out 
after that issue unless I hear from you.

Our ftp sites accept 
anonymous as a login and your return address as a password. 
I don’t do WAIS, so I can’t say how good or bad it is. Any 
questions you have about ftp or WAIS should be directed to 
emv@msen.com That’s Edward Vielmetti who set up the ftp 
site, the WAIS service and alt.zines. Edward is a saint and a true 
freedom fighter. 

Finally there is email. For some people, especially those of 
you on FidoNet, Compu$erve and other services with email- 
only gateways to The Internet,,email is the only way to get the 
files. Just ask and I’ll send you any or all of the files. 


HOW DOES ONE SUBSCRIBE TO 
FACTSHEET FIVE - ELECTRIC? 


FactSheet Five - Electric is available on a subscription basis. 
The subscription service will come in two flavors: “issue” and 
“update”. You may subscribe to either or both services. With 
the update flavor you will receive FS-E files as they become 
available. Update files may contain reviews of zines that are 
grouped together as a category, such as music zines. Then 
again, update files may contain reviews of zines that we recently 
received and reviewed. Several files may be received at once 
with an update-flavored subscription, it all just depends. With 
the issue flavor you will receive twenty to thirty files all at once. 
As I understand the workings of the mass-mailing shell script, 
each file will be a discrete piece of mail, with the file name as 
the subject of the letter. 

The issues will be mailed as many discrete files, there is some 
hope for those of you at sites with mailer demons who puke at 
large files. Many files will get through, but some (like the Punk 
zines.or Queer zines) may be undeliverable to some sites. With 
either service, you may NOT pick and choose categories of zine 
reviews to receive. That is an option for those with ftp. 
However, as I hope to use somewhat meaningful file names, and 
hence the subjects of the letters, you could just trash the files you 
don’t want to read. To subscribe to either (or both) services, 
email jerod23@well.sf.ca.us An empty letter with a subject of 
“Subscribe issue” “Subscribe update” or “Subscribe both” will 
be the most helpful way of requesting these services. 


For now, updates to F5-E will be announced in the newsgroups 
that attract people interested in zines. This includes alt.zines, 
rec.mag, alt.politics.libertarian, alt.music.hardcore, 
rec.music.industrial, alt.thrash, alt.pulp, alt.homosexual, 
alt.slack, alt.pagan and alt.cyberpunk An excellent suggestion 
was made about having an email service that announces just the 
names of the new or updated files to ftp users. As we’re juggling 
two email subscription lists right now, we won’t be able to 
implement that idea just yet. Subscribers to punk-list or grunge- 
list or any other -list could help by posting announcements, if 
appropriate, to the lists. Let me know about any newsgroups 
where information about small-press publications would be 
appreciated. 


THE ZINE EXCHANGE 


Jerod is also running the zine exchange. This is what he has 
to say about that: Now we don’t have a hell of a lot of room for 
zines, so here’s the deal: Along with your zine, send an SASE, 
the bigger and more postage-packed the better. And we’ll send 
you some of the zines we get. That’s right, not only will we 
review them, but we’re doing a zine exchange. Don’t ask for 
specific titles, as you won’t get them. Types of zines can be 
requested, but are subject to availability and what has been 
reviewed when we get your envelope and what is on the top of 
the pile of zines that have been reviewed. So it’s pretty random. 

How much you get depends upon such factors as: what you 
send, how many copies of your zine you include, how big the 
envelope is, how much postage is on it, what we have available 
and how we’re feeling at the time. Some people, who are either 
greedy or stupid, have sent the postage-paid envelopes, BUT 
NO ZINES. You have to send zines (not catalogs, not ads, not 
long whining letters) to participate in the zine exchange. Send 
all requests for the zine exchange to me at the 1800 Market 
Street address. 

If you've got a bunch of zines that you're sick of but don't 
want to add to our landfill problem just send 'em in. No zines 
that enters our portals ever end's up in the dumpster. They will 
be passed on and read, we promise. 

Several others are also running zine exchanges. The rules are 
simple. Send zines and an stamped envelope, get zines back. 
What you get depends upon what you send. Remember the 
magic number here is $2.90. That’ll get you two pounds of stuff, 
anything less is hardly worth the trouble.

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN 


“Don’t mean sheeeit” as Mr. Natural would say -- but the 
reviews do have some hidden meanings. That first big group of 
words is the title. After the title there might also be a subtitle for 
the publication. I don’t write them but they sometimes tell you 
what the zine is all about. 

At the very beginning of the review paragraph I try to list any 
issue numbers or dates that may identify when it was printed. 
The reviews vary in length from one line to those monster 
reviews that Jerod loves to write. How do you know what’s 
good? Check the length of the review. In general, the more we 
say about a zine the more we like it. 

At the end of the review I list the zine statistics. I try to list 
if they like to trade zines, if they accept submissions, If they 
review other zines, if they review recorded music, if they 
review books, and if they accept paid display advertising. I hope 
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you find this information a useful shortcut to getting through 
these pages. 

I tried to list two prices, one for sample copies and one for 
subscriptions. When listing sub prices I also tried to list the 
number of copies that you might expect to get for your $$$. Be 
forewarned that prices may change. - 

After the address, enclosed in those little brackets are the 
page count, zine size, production quality, and reviewer. You 
should always check the page count and size before ordering 
zines. I’m not going to tell you if it’s a good deal or not, you’re 
going to have to decide that for yourself. 


We’ve got lots of different people reviewing zines here. 


Jerod (JP) Lori (LRH), and I (RSF) do the bulk of the material 
in the main sections. Larry-Bob (LR) does most of the stuff in 
Queer, Roxxie (ROX) does most of the sports zines, and Luigi- 
Bob Drake (LBD) does most of the poetry. 

An explanation the sizes are listed below:

We also designate the production values for the zines. This 
has NOTHING to do with content it’s simply our analysis of 
how raw or polished a publication looks. This is simply another 
way of helping you decide what to get. I prefer a more amateur 
look but many people prefer slicker looking magazines. These 
are the terms and what they mean.

HOW TO GET ZINES 

Please send cash! I know everyone tells you not to not to send 
cash through the mail but we’re talkin’ just a few bucks here. 
If your ordering a $20 subscription from someone then send a 
check but for a buck or two, c’mon. Many zine publishers don’t 
have separate bank accounts set up for their zines. You don’t 
know how frustrating it is return a stack of $1 checks because 
they’re made out to your zine. The only thing checks do is to let 
our government know how we spend out money. 

In general, cash is preferable to money orders, which is 
preferable to checks. If you send cash then it’s usually a good 
idea to wrap it carefully. I’ve rarely had problems with cash but 
I’ve had massive problems dealing with inaccurate checks. 
Sending coins really sucks though. If the price listed isn’t a 
round number then round it up the nearest buck, postage is 
expensive these days. 

If you do send checks then I’ve set up a simple system. At the 
end of each review, after the prices, you’ll find the address. If 
there’s a person’s name listed there too then checks should be 
made out to that person, not the zine. If there’s a publishing 
house then the checks should be made out to it. Got it? 


If there’s a single issue price listed then you’re probably 
invited to order a sample issue. If there’s a subscription price 
listing the number of issues you’d expect to receive then you 
may be able to order a sample (if you do the correct math). If 
you really like what I say about a zine and there’s only a 
subscription price listed, then order a sub. And please don’t 
forget to tell ‘em I sent ya. 

If I list two different prices separated by a slash that means 
the first price was suggested by the publisher (like “free”) and 
the second price was suggested by me (like “$1”). 

Canadians and some Brits. generally don’t mind receiving 
U.S. funds incash. For Canada, itis generally safe to send US$1 
for each C$1 in prices; the exchange rate is usually high enough 
to cover postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for each BrL1 asking 
price similarly allows for postage even after covering the 
exchange. I’ve tried to list the prices in US$ for overseas 
shipping for European publications but I’m not perfect. If you 
don’t live in the States and you want to order something from 
outside the U.S., then it’s a good idea to write first to get the 
current prices for your part of the world. 

SASE doesn’t meana little 3 x 5 envelope witha single stamp 
onit. Please check the magazine size and number of pages. Send 
the correct sized envelope and put enough postage on it to hold 
the zine. Remember, it’s one stamp for each ounce. 

“Age Statement” means that you should send along a signed 
statement saying that you’re over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to 
help the publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distribut- 
ing sexually explicit materials. In fact, it’s a good idea to include 
an age statement for any zine that might contain blunt writing 
or explicit pictures whether we mention it in the review or not. 
This is particularly true for the “Sex” section or the “Queer” 
section. 

“The Usual” refers to the traditional method of obtaining 
Science Fiction fanzines without sullying oneself with cash. 
Generally this includes trading other zines, writing intelligent 
letters, contributing articles, or contributing art. These days a 
dollar or two is often accepted as the equivalent. 

Please mention Factsheet Five when writing to anyone you 
saw reviewed or advertised here. Publishers like to know where 
you heard about them so they’ Il be able to manage things better. 
Advertisers like to know that people see their ads, so they’ll 
continue advertising (and I can continue printing). It helps us all 
in the long run, as the more credibility we build up, the more 
fine zines we’ll be able to bring to your attention. 

If you have the time, any publisher enjoys hearing comments 
on the zine they’ ve sent you. Sending a personal greeting along 
with your order saying why you decided to order their publica- 
tion will also help. Publishing zines is a hard, lonely business 
and even a simple note of thanks will really make someone’s 
day. 

Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not 
be able to get the exact issue that was reviewed here. I tried to 
list if there’s a stock of back issues available in which case you 
have a greater chance of getting a particular issue. If you really 
want that particular issue, state clearly in your request the issue 
number and date, otherwise, simply request the most recent or 
next issue. 

‘Please! Print your name and address clearly on your request 
letter or enclose a card with your payment. Envelopes often get 
lost and return addresses along with them. Stapling the cash to 
the letter isn’t such a bad idea either. 

Many zine publishers are willing to exchange their zine for 
yours. And if you don’t publish one, whacha waitin’ for? I’ve 
tried to specifically state if publishers enjoy trading zines.

People also like to trade similarly priced and similarly oriented 
zines. Music zinesters like to read music zines while sfans like 
to get.other sfanzines. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can’t afford 
to give away the copy, don’t send it.
